Blink Twice, based in Los Angeles, California, consists of electronic 
machines with a human operator. His name is Robert Salchak... 


Robert, you are the only mastermind behind Blink Twice, so could 
you please tell us more about yourself? 

I ama 23 years old college student with a major in Liberal Studies. I also 
work in a retail store selling home organizing products. Other activities 
that I involve myself in besides electronic music are hiking and video 
games. 


When was the starting point for Blink Twice and why did you choose 
entirely electronic music as an outlet for your creativity? 
Blink Twice was developed when I was putting together material for my 
first demo called “Crowned for Sound” in 1991. Before then, I really 
didn’t need a name because no one heard my music besides friends and 
family. There is no strategy in my entirely electronic sound. What started 
out as convenience turned into an appreciation, and now has become a 
passion. I never wanted to be in a band and have to rely on others to get together and “jam”. The vast power that 
synthesizers offer in sound creation combined with the use a sequencer are ideal for unleashing the imaginative minds of 
those wanting to make music in their homes. 


Is there any special or interesting story behind the name Blink Twice or is it just Blink Twice? 

The name Blink Twice was derived from a poem I wrote that focused on how conditions can change so quickly, at the 
blink of an eye. I like the name because it is ambiguous in relation to the type of music I make. It remains the same for my 
mellow soundtrack type material as well as the more electro beat stuff. 


How would you describe the concept and philosophy of your project? 

The concept of Blink Twice is basically that of a source of instrumental electronic music. There is a definite attempt to 
focus on sounds that stand out as interesting and arrangements that change with different sections. If my music causes 
someone to think of images and scenes, then that is a goal I’ve achieved. 


Where your influences come from? Are you inspired also by non-musical things? 

I am influenced by a lot of what I listen to in varying degrees. Artists like Delerium, Clock Dva, Mike Oldfield, Ringtailed 
Snorter, Klaus Schulze, as well as various techno acts have all affected what the resulting Blink Twice compositions 
sound like. I am not really influenced ny non-musical things but the mood I'm at the time obviosly is reflected in the 
outcome of whatever piece I have been working on. 


Could you briefly present all your existing releases? 
From oldest to newest: “Crowned for Sound” (1991,1992), collaboration with BCS "Waste Matrix” (1992), material on 
GPC # 6 (1993), “Clouded” (1993), “Metronome Sense” (1993, 1994). 


Your latest tape "Clouded” introduces more atmospheric and melodic "face" of Blink Twice. In what direction 
are you planning to go with your future works? 

What was heard on “Clouded” will always be a part of the Blink Twice sound in the future. After “Metronome Sense” I 
plan on keeping things well rounded. Probably 2-3 electro beat tracks per tape and the rest will be soundtrack type. 


I think you are working on your next tape "Metronome Sense”, don’t you? When would it be out? 
“Metronome Sense” should be out by the time this Crewzine issue is out. Every track uses drums but most are not really 
the type to play for a dance club... more for home listening or driving. 


What about label reactions? Do you expect some offers or you prefer working on your own? 
It would be great to be released on a CD. Although I enjoy personally sending my tapes out, I would jump at the 
opportunity to have a label supporting my work. 
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Tell us about your collaboration with Nels of Behavioral Control Squad? Any other collaborations or side 
projects? 

The collaboration with my friend Nels of BCS will now go under the name Waste Matrix. That was the title of our first 
tape and we have decided to use that as the project name from now on. We have a new Cassette entitled “Audio Density” 
(look for review) which we are very excited about. The music is extremely thick at times with many flowing and moving 
sounds. The style I guess is soundscape experimental that is mainly played live. It is dark and demented at times and I 
think anyone who likes Sigillum S or Lustmord would greatly enjoy Waste Matrix. As for another collaboration, eventu- 
ally some project might be formed with Laird Sheldahl of Thine Eyes. For now we have just shared ideas and opinions, 
but something could form because we have become good friends based on our similar tastes and philosophies on elec- 
tronic music. 


I am thinking of For Crying Out Loud, Cleopatra, Projekt Records, World Domination, Technology Works... I 
think all of them are based in Los Angeles area, so I am very curious to know your personal opinion on elec- 
tronic scene in LA. 

My main source of knowing what’s going on in the electronic scene is my pal Bobby at FCOL. Besides him and Nels/ 
BCS, I am not involved in any sort of local scene here in Los Angeles. There is a thriving techno/rave scene here but I 
don’t associate with that crowd. The only two electro/industrial clubs we have are Kontrol Factory and Sinamatic. 
Kontrol Factory seems to not know much music other than the old Wax Trax stuff (Revolting Cocks, KMFDM played all 
night) and Sinamatic is a leather fetish homosexual club which I wouldn’t dare to go in. By the way, I think it’s great that 
we here in the States can now get Zoth Ommog releases at domestic prices thanks to Cleopatra. 


How do you feel about the electronic scene across the world? 

The electronic scene across the world seems to be continually growing in terms of being truly electronic. I feel too many 
groups here in America are doing the crossover metal thing which is a shame. This is why artists like Mentallo & The 
Fixer, Gracious Shades, Thine Eyes, and people that are doing intelligent techno should be recognized as the ones 
representing American electro music. The industrial crossover groups should be disregarded as a passing phase because 
I don’t see using a sampler and yelling through a fuzzbox contributing to electronic music in any way. 


To conclude this interview, how do you view the future for Blink Twice and what is your closing statement? 
The immediate future of Blink Twice will be the tape I’m working on, “Source”, and many more tapes if not a CD 
eventually. Thank you Crewzine for this chance to reach your electro freak readers. I invite anybody that is doing elec- 
tronic music to send me stuff for trade.

Norway is famous thanks to Winter Olympic Games, but Norwegian electronic scene is famous thanks to Apoptygma 
Berzerk!!! 


At the beginning Grothesk, could you please tell us about the history of Apoptygma Berzerk. When and why 
did you choose to make electronic music? 

I started making electronic music in 1989, and I have always been interested in electronic sounds, and I wanted to 
try to make some on my own. Originally, Apoptygma Berzerk started as a two man formation, but then the other 
member left the band due to musical differences, so I decided to continue as a one man project. 


The names Apoptygma Berzerk & Grothesk sound quite unique. Are there any special meanings behind these 
names? Why did you select them? 

Apoptygma Berzerk was the "work title" for the band when I finished the first demo in 1990, and I haven't felt like 
changing it since, and by name being Stephan Groth, I thought that Grothesk would be an appropriate artist name. 


What are your musical ideals which influence your music? Are you influenced also by non-musical things? 

I am of course influenced by the older bands like Kraftwerk, Die Krupps, D.A.F, Kitchen & The Plastic Spoons, Bal 
Paré and Sudeten Creche, but also by some of the bands in the new generation like Invicible Spirit, Project Pitch- 
fork, Front 242, Leaether Strip and Psyche. But I am of course also inspired by films, that I take samples from and 
books that I read. I’m a great fan of people like David Lynch, Dario Argento, Clive Barker, Tolkien, A. Dürer, 
Richard Stanley and David Cronenberg. s 


How important is for you to express yourself or your feelings in your music and lyrics? World wide problems 
are the headliners of all the news. How do you deal with this factor in your music? 

I mostly write my lyrics from the mood I’m in, but it can also be inspired by some book or film. I don’t preach 
politics in my lyrics, and I don’t want to cause a revolution or change the world with it, for me, the music itself is the 
most impotant! 


"The 2nd Manifesto" received very good reactions all over the electro world, now your newest CDS "Bitch" 
(look for review) is on the same way. But now everybody is hot for your long awaited debut album "Soli Deo 
Gloria" (look for review). What is your opinion on this album and what are your expectations? 

I'm of course happy with all the good reviews on my previous singles, but I have waited three years with the album, 
because I wanted it to sound just the way I wanted it to, and I think I reached that point. Í don’t have too nieh 
expectations, but I’m happy for every good review or good sales rates, but the most important thing is that I really 
like the album myself! 
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After the release of "Soli Deo Gloria", what are the future plans of Apoptygma Berzerk at Tatra Records? 

A re-issue of the debut 12” "Ashes To Ashes" will be released in January on CDS, but this time with lot's of bonus 
tracks and live recordings. I’m going into the studio again in February to record a new EP that will be out in March/ 
April. 


How did you create the artwork on "The 2nd Manifesto" and "Bitch"? Are there any specific type of points you 
try to reflect on these covers? 

The artwork on "The 2nd Manifesto” was created by myself with a picture I found in a dirty magazine, but for 
"Bitch", and also for "Soli Deo Gloria", there has been a professional design bureau called Subtopia involved, and 
they have made the covers with my guidance. The listeners look at the cover themselves, and they make their own 
reflections, this is the whole point, to make people think and make up their own mind! So, of course there is a 
deeper meaning to it all, but it’s different to each and every person! 


Why "Dead man moving"? 
Sorry, but you'll just have to wait and see!!! 


We know that Apoptygma Berzerk is not the only project you are involved in. What about your collaboration 
with Anders on Germ and Per Aksel on Rawhype? Can we expect some CD releases? 

Both Rawhype and Germ will probably appear on the new CD compilation "Sex, Drugs & EBM vol.2" that will be 
out in April or May 1994. This compilation will also only feature Norwegian bands. 


Apoptygma Berzerk live? Is there some visual presentations of video artworks? 

Apoptygma Berzerk live consists of myself on vocals and samples, Anders Odden from Cadaver on guitar and Per 
Aksel Lundgreen from Angst Pop on keyboards and effects (on live photo on left side). We have a prepared video 
show, but most places don’t have video equipment, so we can’t use it! 


"Sex, Drugs & EBM" compilation means without any doubt the beginning of Norwegian electronic movement. 
What is your opinion on electronic scene in your homeland? \ 

When "Sex, Drugs & EBM" was released, people discovered a lot of Norwegian electronic bands, but few of them 
work with their music on a regular basis. There is a large Techno/ House scene here in Norway though, but they 
keep vT much to themselves and don’t care much for what we are doing. Anyway, much of the Norwegian 
Techno/House stuff is very good, but very few of them get it outside the Norwegian border. When it comes to EBM 
bands, there are only 5 or 6 bands in Norway that are to be taken seriously. 


Except music, what are the other Grothesk’s interest? 
I'm very interested in films, and I also read a lot of books, but Í also enjoy going to concerts or rave-parties!! 
Besides that, I’m a great fan of sleeping!!! 


Is there any final Norwegian message you would like to add? 

I hope that with my music and all the other activities on Tatra, people will get to know Norway as a country with 
more than fjords, mountains, snow and the Olympic Games in Lillehammer 1994!! 

Anyway, sport sucks!!!!

MAGEDQON DILD 


What is in the mind of Dirk Krause, the machineman of Armageddon Dildos, after having finished another of their 
enthusiastic gigs at the Petöfi Hall in Budapest, Hungary in front of almost 2 000 (!!!) freaks... 


First of all, how did you & Uwe enjoy your another gig here in Budapest? 
We really loved the show! This is the 6th time we played here in Budapest and we love very much Hungarian people. It 
was a great show for us. 2 000 people, that’s very good! 


Can you see some difference between freaks here in Hungary and freaks in Germany for example? 
Yes, when we play in Germany we have per concert about 500 people, but when we played in USA we had more people. 
Freaks in Hungary and USA are similar, it’s very straight for us. 


Did you have already American tour or you have played only on New Musical Seminar in New York during 
summer? 

Yes, we played on New Musical Seminar two concerts, one at the Limelight and one at the Tube. On the 1st of March new 
EP is coming out in USA on Sire Records containing 6 different versions of Morrissey’s song “Everyday Is Like Sunday”. 
By the way, we played two versions tonight. This EP will be strongly promoted in radio and, we think, in autumn we are 
on tour in USA. 


Do you know how many dates? 
It’s not sure yet. We will play in USA, but we are not the main act, we are supporting act, we think, for Revolting Cocks 
or Ice-T or some other bigger Sire band. We are supporting act for everyone from Sire. 


Why did you decide to make cover version of Morrissey’s song. Why exactly this song? 

Sire Records came to us and told us that "Everyday Is Like Sunday” is a great song from Morrissey and he sings “come 
and get, come” and "Armageddon" is straight for our name and they thought it’s a great version for a cover song. We 
worked on it, first we had two versions, then three... after arrive we had five versions and and now we have six versions, 
so we make an EP. 


Yes, we have already received advance tape from Sire with all the versions (read our review in this issue). 
Oh, really? That’s great! 


Sire Records is a major label, so do you have enough creative freedom and can you do whatever you want 
without any restrictions? 

No, we can do what we want. Sometimes we ask Sire what they think about our sound. “Make your sound, it’s not our 
problem”. That’s their answer. And we worked on it, we sent DAT and they phoned us that it’s great, super... and we will 
make a record. 


What were the reactions of American freaks during your gigs in New York? 

The reactions were very good. The first gig at the Limelight we played together with Oomph! & Pouppée Fabrikk as the 
last act. When we played, the Limelight was quite crowded. The crowd was very groovy. On the first act, Pouppée 
Fabrikk, I think, there was round 100 persons, on Oomph! 200 and when we played, 600 persons. There was great party 
and show! 


What about your next release on Zoth Ommog? When it will be out? 
We work at this moment on new album and Sire wants to sell it in August, so the CD is coming out during July/August in 
Europe too. 


Will it be out at the same time in Europe & USA? 
I think in USA it will be out a bit sooner and then 4 weeks later it will come out in Germany and the rest of Europe. 


On your last "Fear" MCD appeared remixes of "Hunter" and "White Room" from your previous album. Why 
did you choose to remix these songs? 

The first meaning was a 12” and not an EP. The 12” was “Hunter” and “White Room”. When we worked on these remixes 
we also made some new songs, so Music Research/Zoth Ommog decided for an EP instead of single. 
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When we interviewed last time Sevren Ni-Arb (X Marks The Pedwalk), he mentioned future project between 
Armageddon Dildos & XMTP. : 

Yes, but we made only one song and it's not finished yet. Sevren had a lot of work, the same with us. At this moment it’s 
impossible to make a project. Sevren has finished his new album, he is on tour now and we work in these days on new 
album. It’s a very important for us to make new album, a good album for USA. 


This gig is a part of some European tour or you only play here in Budapest? 

It’s only one gig here in Budapest. This is the first gig where we presented songs from “Fear” MCD as well the two 
versions of “Everyday Is Like Sunday”. After this gig we don’t make any other concerts, we will only concentrate on the 
next album. In autumn we will make tour in Europe and USA, yes, we hope worldwide. 


What do you think of the future of electronic movement in Germany? 

In Germany it’s a little bit difficult, because most of the people are into tekkno/house sound, drugs, stroboscopes... It’s not 
my thing and it’s not Uwe’s thing. We work more on songs, not on sound structures, we work on songs a bit like rock'n 
roll band, electronic rock’n roll band without guitars. 


Yes, because the contact between the band and audience is much better... 
Yes, it’s very important! But the house projects are very bum-bum-bum... and in Germany house projects are very 
important in discos, but on live stage there is nothing... 


Okay, and what about the re- 
actions of people on your mu- 
sic in other parts of world? 

The reactions on our music are 
very good here in Hungary, but 
also in Spain, USA and in Swe- 
den. We played in December in 
Sweden on festival with 
S.P.O.C.K., And One & Die 
Krupps and it was very good. 


Your first album "That's Ar- 
mageddon” can be described 
as pure electronic, on your last 
album as well on EP are some 
sampled guitars. Why? 

We used sampled guitars before 
we made "That's Armageddon”. 
You know "Raise Your Head“, 
we made this song before "That's 
Armageddon”, It’s not a problem 
for us to sample guitars, it’s nor- 
mal, after two years all people 
make crossover. Okay, we 
sample guitars, strings, voice, 
noises... But we don’t play live 
guitars on the stage, as I said we 
are rock’n roll band without gui- 
tars.

"Templum Probus", an example of how the beauty of ethereal music should sound like. A band to remember, 
Individual Industry from Brazil!!! 


Yes, "Templum Probus" is one of the highlights of the ethereal realm, so who are the masterminds behind this 
masterpiece? 

Maurizio Bonito (MB): The masterminds are Lilian Vaz (vocals), Alexandre Twin (electronics & percussions) & 
Maurizio Bonito (electronics). 


How long has Individual Industry been together and how did you meet? Why did you decide to create this 
kind of music? 

MB: Individual Industry (shortly I.I.) started in 1987 with Twin alone, Maurizio joined the band in 1989 and Lilian 
in 1991. I met Twin in 1975 at primary school so we are friends for a long time. We were looking for a female singer... 
Alexandre Twin (AT): Then Eneas Neto presented to us a friend of him. She was Lilian. We chose this sound ‘cause 
we really love this kind of music. 

MB: This is the favourite kind of music for Twin and it’s the favourite half of my musical taste, the other half is 
Cold-wave, Concert, Ethnic and Modern music. Lilian loves Oceanic Wave same as Twin and I think it was not a 
decision but the result of our common musical tastes. 


What artists have helped influence and inspire I.I. at the very beginning? Your current influences? 
AT: There is a lot of new and old bands. SPK, Twilight Ritual, Cocteau Twins, Pink Industry, Bel Canto, Collection 
D’Amell Andrea, Chris & Cosey, etc. 


Lilian, your gorgeous voice is without doubt the trademark of I.I.. Are you influenced by Lisa Gerrard’s (Dead 
Can Dance) vocal art? 

Lilian Vaz (LV): I wouldn't say I am influenced by this or that singer. There are singers, composers, musicians I like 
listening to, such as Cocteau Twins, Dead Can Dance, Single Gun Theory, Clan Of Xymox, Pink Industry, Skinny 
Puppy, Front 242, This Mortail Coil, etc and some timeless classics like David Bowie, Brian Eno and Beatles, for 
instance. I really love Liz Frazer's (Cocteau Twins) voice, her free style of singing, composing, using several over- 
dubs, sounds perfect to me. I feel pleased when people compare me to her, but I don’t know why they do so. She’s 
blonde, I am brunette. 


Except the harmony between music and vocals, there is another strong point of your compositions, the lyrics. 
Which are the themes you like singing about, Lilian? 

LV: The themes I choose to sing about are the several and usually they come to me by chance. I can sing about love, 
God, but I can also sing about hate and death, although I use to sing positive things. I developed a style of 
composing. I listen to a base previously recorded on tape and I start to create a vocal melodic line to mix with that 
base. Then I take sometime to feel if it sounds good. Only after that, I begin to write the lyrics, choosing a theme or 
just along with the inspiration, I select the words that come to mind, choosing the ones which sound right with the 
whole stuff. I think, God and life are always inside of my songs in a way or another, to do the best I can with my 
spiritual life, which is very important to me. But there are people and things that inspire me. For instance, "Eyes 
(The Best Eyes In The Whole World)" was written for Al Pacino, yes, the actor I admire the most. I was reading an 
interview about two years ago, and Í got impressed by one of his director's statement, who said he (Pacino) had 
"the best eyes in the world", I thought that it was a very strong thing to say about somebody. At that time there was 
a base composed, without lyrics and I start to play with that phrase and I noticed that it sounded alright, but I 
didn't have the rest of the words written. So Í decided to complete what I started. I "sampled" words of that 
interview and create verses, that could express my point of view about him (Pacino), specially the verse I sing "So 
much style, performs with lots of nervous energy” and the title verse, of course. That's it! 


Each song on "Templum Probus" has its own feeling and meaning. Globally, what characterization best de- 
scribes the sound of I.I.? Are you satisfied with the result of this album? 

MB: Warm feelings. 

AT: 1.1.'s sound has its own personality in spite of a lot of references. I label it as electro-atmospheric. With regards 
to result of CD, it was 70% of my expectations. For the quality of sound, we were the first band to record with 
Apollo IX and he hadn't enough equipment to do the best. 


What are I.1.'s plans for the future? Did you begin composing your second album? 

MB: We are planning an European Tour for this year. We have some new songs, one of them is called "Ice" and we 
are already playing it live. 

AT: We will start with the recordings to the next album in June. 


Alexandre, as far I know you are the partner of Eneas at Cri Du Chat Disques. How do you see the collabora- 
tion between Cri Du Chat Disques and Subtronic Records? 

AT: I think it’s very important you can join to the same ideals. Cri Du Chat Disques is the only electronic music label 
from Brazil and the field to spread this virus is so limited till now, but it’s growing! Subtronic has consolidated its 
name and it’s growing fast too. Our collaboration is very important to keep this evolution. 
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The members of I.I. are involved also in other 
projects such as City Limits & Sicilian Unit 
(Lilian), Mauve (Alexandre) & Volv Uncion 
(Maurizio). Could you tell us more about these 
projects? 

LV: I am involved with other three projects: City 
Limits, Sicilian Unit and the newest one, The 
Digital Experience. City Limits is the best known 
of them and much more respected in the un- 
derground scene. In fact, this is my first group 
and we have our songs included on several ra- 
dio playlists. We also participated on that "Mini- 
mal Synth Ethics II" CD compilation by Cri Du 
Chat Disques. Now we are looking for a record 
label to release our own album. Sicilian Unit is 
in the same situation, both bands have their 
master recorded on DAT, ready to appear on 
CD/LP or whatever (Editor: both tapes are re- 
viewed in this issue, so don’t miss them!). The 
label's agents who possibly get interested in us, 
please write to; Lilian Vaz, Rua Pero Vaz de 
Caminha 390, Apto. 03, CEP 11390-040, Sao 
Vicente - SP, Brazil. The other project, The aað 
tal Experience, has nothing recorded at the 
moment, but Í think something will be recorded 
soon. Sometimes I work with friends, record- 
ing soundtracks for theatre productions and so 
on. 

AT: Mauveis me and Marcelo Gallo (Pitch Yarn 
Of Matter). We already started with our com- 
positions and have 4 songs ready. We want to 
play live in February. The sound is a kind of 
electro-gothic. 

MB: Volv Uncion was formed in 1985 by George 
Spera and me. We started playing with toys, 
calculators and scrap iron. This group shows 
my second "favourite half" (see above). You will 
receive more informations very soon... 


Maurizio, you are responsible for cover artworks. What kind of images you like to express through your 
graphics? 

MB: By using an abstract and deconstructivist characteristic in our sleeves. Guilherme Coelho and me intended to 
reach people deeply into their feelings, with colours and textures, better than concrete images. Always using an 
electronic suggestion. 


Speaking about I.I. live, I have heard about your live performance at Cais during Cri Du Chat festival where 
you presented "Templum Probus". How did you enjoy this event and what were the reactions of Brazilian 
audience? 

MB: The reaction was good. The festival was the best, but our show was the worst. We had a lot of technical 
troubles on the stage (voltage! and oscilations!). What have you heard about this show? 

AT: Our best live shows were at Television and Columbia. This last one was the best ‘cause we used projection on 
a big screen and a beautiful intro with Dead Can Dance song. 


In my opinion, Brazilian electronic scene is one of the toughest in the electro realm. Do you agree with me? 
MB: Yes, we agree, but the European and American scenes are stronger than ours. 


Except being musicians, what are the other interests of I.I.’s members? 

MB: I have a courier company (EAB Jet Courier) and I work with graphic 983. 

AT: Iam one of the Cri Du Chat’s owners and have a record store too (Muzik). 

LV: As you noticed, I am also interested in cinema. I collect everything I can about it, specially about Al Pacino. I 
also have on video tape some movies by Fellini and David Lynch and, of course, Coppola’s films. 


At the end, what is your final message, comment, statement...? 

AT: Let the music involve you, you can reflect about it, so try to live in a better way... 

MB: Coherence, Responsibility, Love, Peace and Fun! 

LV: Well, I hope everything goes well with all of you and that the good music will survive, whatever the style is. I 
am sure good songs are God's gifts.

Main influ- 
ences: Front 242, Front Line Assembly, Skinny Puppy, Nitzer Ebb, Swamp Terror- 
ists & Bigod 20. We are also influenced by movies (science fiction). 


How important are the messages in Aghast lyrics? 
Aghast lyrics are very important. They express ideas, situations and feelings. They 
complete the musical atmospheres. 


For my part, I am really impressed by Aghast View's image. What are the main points 
of Aghast View's philosophy? 
The world should be better and it could be better, so let’s do something.

Biopsy is G. Pires, D. Rudge & F. Viscardi. Biopsy is an electronic crossover project. 
It's a fusion of different styles in hard electronic music. The Biopsy’s main influences 
are bands like Swamp Terrorists, Skinny Puppy & Nine Inch Nails. We are planning 
to release something in 1994. 


(Aghast) View on Brazilian electronic movement? 

Although in Brazil people are still having prejudice against this kind of music, the 
electronic movement is increasing and there is a lot of promising bands such as 
Security Device, Cybernetic Faces, Homicidal Feelings, Morgue & Material Swing. 


Future targets of Aghasterrorists? 
If the CD really goes out we are going to make a video and prepare better and more 
live performances and start a complete program of merchandising. 


Other interests and hobbies of Aghast View’s frontmen? 

-Bira G.T.N.-playing paddle, basketball and truco, drinking beer; 

-Rodolfo Viscardi- playing tennis, basketball, truco and assembling plastic models;

"Mechanical Advantage" (look for review) is now the reality, so I think guys this is the 
perfect time to make this interview. Okay, Shawn & Ed, could you please introduce your- 
selves and your activities at THD? 

S: I'm Shawn Rudiman. I do a lot of the sequencing and programming of sounds, espe- 
cially on the analog gear. I'm also responsible for the vocal portions of the songs. I also do 
a little of the sampling and try to come up with concepts for the songs. 

E: I'm Ed Vargo. I'm at the helm of the computers, whether it’s for recording, synthesis or 
sampling/editing. I also help with the mixing and sequencing. 


Now something about the history. Why have you decided to create THD and how do you 
see the first period of its existence? I think later on there was your common project 
Teknition together with Alex (of GPC Productions). How did you enjoy making music with 
him? Then, after Teknition, there is the third period of your "fascination into technol- 
ogy". What about this one? 

S: We got tired of what we were hearing and figured that we could do our own music. 
When we started it was all just playing around with borrowed gear and very cheap equip- 
ment... nothing serious really. 

E: The efford was serious, because we attacked the learning process very systematically. 
This was beginning of what would become. our more serious musical projects. 

S: Alex is a great guy! We really liked working with him and try to help him out any. way 
we can with GPC. 

E: Working with Alex on the Teknition project, gave us a real feel for where this music 
could go and just how worldwide it is. Plus he had the previous experience of another 
electro band. 

S: This is where we are at now. We seem to constantly be getting deeper into equipment, 
computers and possibilities for our work. It's really great. 

E: True, we can be little technology sluts at times. 


Total Harmonic Distortion is not only the band’s name, but I guess also one of the band’s 
methodologies, isn't it? When translating human ideas in your machines, where do your 
ideas come from? This world is really sick, do you reflect this factor in your music? 

S: We really don’t play with distortion a lot. It seems really played out to me. I guess it has 
to be done creatively. Most or all of my ideas come from things that grab my attention in 
life: VR, Bosnia, religion... things that I think about a lot. Yeah, I reflect the world in the 
music, because I'm part of the world. How can I not? 

E: I take the distortion as the saturation of things happening in the world and how you 
can be bombarded with information until things are no longer clear or simple. We'll pick 
up fragments and mix them all together to get a single idea made of recognizable parts 
that most people can relate to. I think as long as the world is sick, you are going to have 
plenty of ideas for songs. 


What are your main influences, musical and non-musical as well? 

E: Music was always around me when I was growing up. So, borrowing from different 
styles is done at a subconscious level. I listen to a lot of other peoples music and always 
will. Technology in general is probably my biggest non-musical influence. 

S: There was always music in my life too. As Ed said, it's subconscious to mix styles. The 
mass media structures and my feeling on issue are my non-musical influences. 


Dreams came true and "Mechanical Advantage" is one of the hottest products in these 
days on the electro market. What is your opinion, as of the creators, on this debut CD 
album? 

S: We put a lot of time and efford into it! I just hope others can tell this. I was really happy 
with the final result. 

E: Seeing and holding the final product made it all come together. Hopefully it can be 
recognized as it’s own entity. I have a strange feeling you're either going to love it or hate 
it, because the songs are varied. 
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Christian Rosén & Hard 
Records. What this means for 
you? Before signing the deal 
with this label, did you receive 
some other contract offers? If 
so, why did you choose to be 
a member of "hardest" family? 
S: Christian Rosén and Hard 
Records are great people! 
They're easy to work with. We 
tried other labels, but no one 
seemed to think we fit their 

; label style. So, Hard Records 

-` approached us and it all fell 
into place. 


"Mechanical Advantage" is the 
first "big step". What about 
your future steps? 

S: We plan to release a CD 
single for the song 
"Mindfuck", which will have 4 
mixes of that and a remix of 
"Matrix" by The M.A.S. Hope- 
fully we can get some new 
tracks written and completed 
by mid-summer. 

E: Future steps would include 
doing more music, getting a 
bigger studio, buying more 
equipment and learning more 
with each release. 


Are you focusing on some live 
performances? Is there some- 
thing you would like to interpret into your live gig, for example some videos, visuals or 
computer animation? 
S: Live is a completely different thing for us. We want to have time to get things wired and 
down the way we want them. We've thought about videos and computer things for live, 
but it’s really unsure as of now. 
E: We played live a few times before and you learn what to do and not to do. It has to be 
a package. The music can't stray from the visuals, nor the visuals from the music. Live 
also has to be realistic to point that people can tell that we are doing things on stage and 
not just standing in front of equipment. 


Shawn, last time you told me about your System X project. How would you characterize 
it? Is there any other project involving yourself or Ed? 

S: Well, System X is about fun. It’s totally not taken very seriously by me... it's kind of a 
joke. I also did a solo project called Upgrade 865, that’s pure electro. Hopefully I can get 
that out somewhere. 

E: I helped with the System X material on the technical end. 


Speaking about Pennsylvania, I noticed some interesting activities regarding to electronic 
movement, so in your opinion what's the scene like in this part of USA? 

S: It's all right. I think the fact that Alex Kane and GPC are only an hour away really helps 
a lot, but aside from that, it's pretty scarce. 

E: It's a very small circle of people involved with this music. It's kind of strange how this 
area never gets bigger, but once in awhile new people end up in it and it’s good chance 
they know someone already. Also for how small it is, the people all have their own sound 
and style. 


What is your impression on the future of electro realm? 

S: I think it’s gone back underground after the huge explosion of Ministry and NIN. I like 
that, since it attracts the people who really like it for what it is. I wish it the best. 

E: Like Shawn said, the people that were truly into it are still into it and are discovering 
that the lesser known talents are making the best music out there right now. 
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"Information Is Power". Despite of my above words about our world, there is still enough 
attractive people, who are involved in worldwide human contacts. Our electro realm is the 
part of it. How important is for you the communication with another people? Is this one 
of the aims how to fight the way media information is shown to people? 

S: Yes definitely! By networking and exchanging information of all types, it cuts through 
the static that the media feeds to us. Communication and information between people is 
vital for ideas to flourish. 

E: I tend to use the more efficient networking paths, but at the same time I don't ignore 
the other ways of networking. You have to decide what you need and don't need. 


Shawn, except the music, your another passion is computer artwork (the cover of "Me- 
chanical Advantage" is the proof of it) and etching. Could you tell us more about this? 
What are some of yours & Ed's other interests? 

S: Well the cover was designed by Ed and I together. It was a combined effort. Right now 
I am a Senior in a Fine Arts University studying printmaking and etching. This provides 
another outlet for my feelings. Like any artist I sometimes love it, but other times I really 
hate it. I also skateboard, really love to snowboard and camp. Any kind of outdoor activ- 
ity except running... I hate to run! 

E: I also enjoy the outdoors, snowboarding and am addicted to pinball games. Where we 
live gives us a good balance between nature and machine. 


How would THD like to conclude this interview? À 

S: By thanking you and Crewzine for the opportunity to say hello to all of our friends in 
the underground. Stay active! 

E: I'd also like to thank Crewzine. You have to believe in the things you do or they don't 
last. 


Shawn & Ed, thank you very much for your thoughtful answers. It was a great pleasure for 
me to make this interview.

Another exciting and unforgettable gig 
of Insekt is over... 


First of all Mario, let's begin with this festival. How 


did you enjoy your gig? Are you satisfied with the re- 
actions of audience? Do you like to play on festivals 
like this one or you prefer shorter bill? 

It was a really great audience. They lifted us up, lots of en- 
ergy, it was great. I like to play on festivals, but it is always 
a gamble, like this time we had no soundcheck. There are 
always little problems, you known. 


Before each gig, are you nervous or is it just a "piece of 
cake” for such experienced band as Insekt is? By the 
way, Insekt is one of the bands which offer rather 
shorter than longer gigs. Why? 
I’m always nervous and that is normal I think. And yes we 
| N SE KT like to play a short but powerful gig, because we never want 
the audience to be bored. Most of the bands I ever saw play 
too long. 


Last question regarding this festival. Which bands impressed you the most from today’s bill? 
Dive and Clock Dva were very good and also Rosengracht (with the Fire Neubauten show) were great. 


Insekt is always trying to be innovative, so each of your releases is bringing some new elements 
incorporated into your music. "In The Eye” & "Dreams In Pockets” releases are no exception. 
How would you explain this, let’s say "radical", change? What are the reactions so far? 

The reactions are very good and about the new ideas, we are not standing still, we try to go further every 
time on every way. We don’t want to look back, but it is good to learn from our faults. For us the future is 


more interesting. 


What about the next works? What direction can we expect? For those who prefer your "Stress" 
& “Dreamscape” period, is there still some hope for “comeback”? 

Maybe there is, but only in another package. What I mean is this, it’s stupid to do the same thing because 
that is too easy. We like to take risks. 


When creating new songs, is there some concept or is it more spontaneous? Where do your cur- 
rent influences come from? 

Everything we do is spontaneous, we can’t force things. It has to come naturally. Oh, we are of course 
influenced by everything that has to do with music these days. There has been in music for the last two 
years a big evolution and I like it a lot. 


By the way, why Insekt? 

Insects are very interesting, they are sometimes very small but they can be tease and they can be very mean. 
They are very strong, suppose there is a nuclear war, the only living creature which can survive is an insect. 
That’s why. 


Insekt, Vomito Negro & Dive is one big "family", so how would you characterize Guy, Gin á 
Dirk as persons? By the way, how is doing Guy? We hope all goes well regarding to his recover- 
ing. 

I find this question strange, but okay, these guys are three different persons with talent, also different in 
character and personality. I like each one as a person, they are friends. We learn from each other. Guy is 
much better now, the pain is gone, he’s feeling fine and I hope for him that the bad days are finally over 
now. 


This interview is going to be accompanied by one humorous picture from your latest photo ses- 
sion. By the way, at the very beginning we didn’t even recognize you. Anyway, what’s the story 
behind this picture? 
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This picture has three reasons: 

- It was for the promotion of the “Dreams In Pockets” MCD. “Dreams In Pockets” is about the world we 
live in today. People always want more and are so materialistic. We are not satisfied with the simple things 
in life. We are pushed by our society to buy or to have things, so you’re one of them. And if you want it you 
have to play this game, it’s a sort of prostitution; 

- We like to do something else, we are laughing with our image as macho boys, an ironical joke; 
- And also for the fun, we want to make these things happen. 


You are one of the bands who already several times played in "Eastern Block” countries. What is 
your opinion on audience in this part of world? Any future plans to reach your South & North 
American fans? 

I think the audience is the same everywhere. But every country has its own temperament. It’s a cliché, but 
we are all the same. Maybe next year we are touring in the States. 


What’s your reaction on new Front 242 works? 
I really like their latest album "Off". They are taking risks and they make a positive evolution and that's 
what I like about F242. 


Future plans of Insekt? 
I think we are gonna work with other people, we want new blood!!! 


How do you feel about the future of the world? 

Sometimes it really scares me, all the violence and upcoming right movement in Europe is something I 
don’t like at all. But on the other side I am hopeful because we own the future ourselves. “We are the 
world”. 


I think it’s time to conclude this interview, so is there something important you would like to 
add? 

The only thing I want to say is, it’s my pleasure to do this interview and I hope our fans in Slovakia and in 
Czechia are still with us in the future. I’m looking forward to see you all.

BORLEY RECTORY 


Borley Rectory from Sweden. Unknown and impressive!!! Let’s solve this mystery... 


I would like to start with the introduction of your band, so who, why and when? 

Borley Rectory was formed in 1990 by Markus Swahn and Henrik Medquist after the band Fatigue had split 
up. We both felt that we had much more to give musically, so we formed BR in that year. Borley Rectory is 
Markus Swahn, 21 on vocals, and Henrik Medquist, 21, music. 


Rectory is okay, but what is the meaning behind the word Borley? 

At the early stage of our development we were very fascinated in horror. Borley Rectory was a haunted 
house in England during the first decades of this century. It burned down in the 30’s and left us with its 
mysteries unsolved. So Rectory is the place where priests live, Borley is just a place in England. 


To give an impression to our readers, more especially to those who didn’t read our review on your tape 
"Where The Dead Walk", how would you describe and categorize the music of BR? I mean exactly the 
music from "Drowning" period and then your current musical orientation. 

Our tape "Where The Dead Walk" was quite inspired by horror films, but perhaps not as dark as some other 
groups would have done it. Melodic beauty and richness in the musical textures have always been impor- 
tant things to us. But, by the time our reflections in the mirrors have changed slowly. Our music has fol- 
lowed and matured. Our music has moved more and more to the emotional level. But it’s still breathing BR 
through out. Categorizing music is always as difficult as it is dangerous, especially for those who created the 
music. Everybody who listens to our music has to make up their own mind. Many BR songs are based ona 
repeated drone of complicated sequencer patterns in the higher register, very often in some minor mode. 
This weave of bobbling sounds stands steady on a low-tempo, purposeful ground consisting of bass and 
drums. Sampling is very important in our music, but we would never sample other groups like Front Line 
Assembly and a thousand rap groups have done. Our samplings are often environmental sounds, we used 
to sample films, but not so often nowadays. We are not afraid to use acoustic instruments, and we have used 
guitars, bass, different percussions and wind instruments. In the centre, and at the same time over all this, is 
Markus’ very intense voice whispering the lyrics. 


Henrik, as you mentioned, Indian Raga music is one of your main influences. Could you explain this? 
What are the other influences and inspirations of BR? 

Raga is to me the most beautiful music on this Earth, but it also demands very much of the listener, espe- 
cially if you’re a westerner like us. Raga is the spiritual music of eternity, the neverending song of life and 
harmony. But there is also a different aspect to Raga. Every different Raga, and there are thousands of them, 
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expresses its own feeling in a very shaded way. Í also listen much to European classical music. I like Johannes 
Brahms and Gustav Mahler. The only electronic music I listen to nowadays is Legendary Pink Dots and The 
Tear Garden. 

Markus is much influenced by everything but Raga and classical music! As we mentioned earlier, we really 
are more influenced by films and other things (like life). At the moment the art of Gustav Klimt really 
inspires me. 


Are there any special messages you are trying to express through your lyrics? 

Yes, we are always trying to express something special through our lyrics, but not things like politics. When 
we write a text we write about personal problems and experience that touches us. The lyrics are very impor- 
tant to us and we hope that it is in symbiosis with the music. 


According to me, your demo "Where The Dead Walk" is a quite impressive piece of work remaining 
undeservingly unknown. First, what is your opinion on this tape? Did you try to contact some labels? 
What were their reactions? 

Well, we really appreciate that. We are still after 3 years very satisfied with "Where...". Through Tango Train 
Productions of Uppsala we have distributed our tape over Sweden, but it’s not a really huge label so it’s 
relatively unknown. Except for those we have sold on TTP, we have given away quite a lot of tapes to 
friends. We have never contacted any bigger labels, but the song "Drowning" appears on two compilation 
CD’s, one in Sweden, "Elementary" on Memento Materia, and one international, "Cybernetic Biodread Trans- 
mission” on Simbiose Records. Luis Carlos of Simbiose was interested ina future release, but as BR has been 
on ice we haven't yet sent him any new material. The future will tell if there will be a BR album released on 
Simbiose. In fact we have heard quite a few wishes of a BR release. 


Tell us about your second, unfortunately, unfinished tape? 

The tape "Through The Candlelight Halls" was planned and partly recorded as early as Christmas of 1991, 
but was never completed. Now, once again we’re planning to finish this work, but there’s still a lot of work 
to be done. In fact, we have enough material for 2 releases, but there is much to be updated and re-recorded. 
The songs on this demo will be of wider contrasts as they have been written over a period of 2 years. 


What we can expect from BR in the near future? Are you still on Tango Train label? 
We would like to release our new material as fast as possible, probably on TTP, if nothing happens. 


Could you please describe your live performance? Are you satisfied with the response of Swedish audi- 
ence? 

We have, unfortunately, not been on stage more than 5 times as Gotland is a small island. The few times we 
have played live has been with groups like Pouppée Fabrikk, Mobile Homes and other Swedish bands. It's 
our strongest belief that we’ve had had a very strong material to offer the audience. In performance Markus 
sings and plays some guitar while Henrik plays most of the instruments. We try to play as much as possible 
live as we think that’s the idea about playing concerts. On stage we use keyboards, guitars, basses, percus- 
sions and wooden wind instruments. We try to find the same feelings in the live performance as in the 
music, so we often use candelabrums and other beautiful things. 

To talk about the audience, we have often been given positive response. After we had played as support for 
Mobile Homes (12th of March 1993), one person told us he just wanted to sit back, listen and enjoy. Ok, so 
it's nice when people dance, but this is probably the thing to recommend if you want to get the most out of 
a BR concert. The audience in Sweden is great! 


Except BR, are you involved in some other projects? 

I, Henrik, also have my personal project, called KHM, in which I simply make very minimalistic music 
completely for myself. As no one likes this music I will probably never release anything. I also play tin 
whistle, recorder and clarinet in an Irish folk music band. 


What are you doing except creating music? 
When Markus is not working at a school, he is studying tatto art. Henrik works as a musical teachers assis- 
tant ata high school. 


In conclusion, is there something important you would like to say to our readers? 
Flaming crimson torch of feathers-love.

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Swiss electronic scene is a very important part of European electronic movement. Here is one of the proofs. 


First of all, always the same question. Could you please introduce the line-up of Panic On The Titanic? 

Panic On The Titanic are Simon Siliprandi, who is our main leadsinger (the one with deepest voice), Johannes Barth, 
another vocalist and responsible for some lyrics, and Thomas Daverio, who composes most of the songs, handles pro- 
gramming and lyrics and is the third singer. 


Tell us briefly about the history of your band. 

Actually founded earlier, but it was 1990, when we met Simon and the whole project started and took shape. After the 
quite promising resonance, which our last tape “Sweet Lavender” had in 1991, we got in touch with Glasnost, were signed 
and so in May '92 our debut album “Alchemism” appeared. And finally our second album "Gold, Clouds, Desire” was 
released in October '93. 


Panic On The Titanic sounds really unique, so what is the main reason of choosing this name? Is this name the 
part of band’s philosophy? What is the meaning of band’s logo? 

Of course the name should be easy to memorize - and I guess it really is - but it also shows quite good our musical 
principles, our mixture between more convential EBM and rather Dark Wave. “Panic” stands for emotional, anxious and 
mystic element whereas "Titanic" is a symbol of technical perfection, which contains all attributes of computer-con- 
trolled music, i.e. coldness, sterility, repetition, giantism, bombast and mechanical exactness. And furthermore it shows 
our ideological basic idea in more pictorial way: The last outcry of the sinking ship, an accusation against today’s society 
perishing in decadence. 

On “Alchemism” we introduced our logo, which shows important themes our lyrics deal with and is composed of various 
symbols: First of all the sign of infinity as vehement protest against the false assumption that our society is everlasting. 
The cross as the central part leads naturally to the most central theme: Discussions with death and with deadly visions. 
The double cross as a sign of the medieval Portugese mariners signifies the idea of the “Titanic”. 


I think it’s a quite difficult to specify your music since it’s very flexible. How do you describe your music? 

I don’t want to create a new term, which actually wouldn’t say anything to anybody. I'd rather say that we take the best 
of EBM and the best elements of Wave/Gothic and try to find a new and special mixture. For those who know our music, 
it’s obvious we keep our musical horizon wide open and that we are absolutely against this unflexible thinking in schemes. 


Let’s talk about vocals & lyrics, the trademark of POTT. To have three lead vocalists in one band is more than 
unusual. What are the main goals of this concept? What about the most central themes in your lyrics? 
Having three leadsingers in the band gives us the chance to be even more various than other groups. Everyone has his 
characteristic voice and different stage effect. But of course almost the most important reason is, we all three have fun in 
lead performance and rotation of the positions. 

The lyrics deal with death and with deadly visions and so they naturally get involved with religion. Another theme we like 
to talk about are delusions of human psyche, fascinating studies and experiences of thoughts and perversions, which we 
all keep having deep inside us, but ultimately wouldn’t admit. 


Who have been some of your musical influences? 
Not only the Wave and EBM classics definitely. But also other important electronic pioneers like Kraftwerk, Soft Cell, 
Jean-Michel Jarre and other atmospherical stuff. 


"Alchemism” reached many positive press reactions. How does the new album "Gold, Clouds, Desire” com- 
pare to your previous work? Are you satisfied with the result? 

It’s still too early to say anything definitely, there are a lot of outstanding reviews (so is yours!!). 

When we're about to finish the recordings there are always a few things occuring, which one of us would like to change 
quickly. But (fortunately) we are forced in some way by the budget to come to an end, otherwise we'd probably still be in 
the studio editing some sounds and tapes and waves and effects ... But apart from some details we’re very satisfied with 
the work. On "Gold, Clouds, Desire” we tried to realize more unconventional or really unexpected material (e.g. “The 
logical song”). 
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You are on Glasnost Records. How did you get together with this label? Are you happy with them so far? How 
do you feel about the creative freedom on Glasnost Records? 

Oliver from Glasnost was the organizer of a concert and needed a supporting act. As he already knew us from our tape and 
from an earlier concert, he asked us to play and furthermore to our surprise offered a contract to us. The great advantage 
of this label, and this was a main reason for us, is the band keeps the absolute control about the product. Of course there 
are some disadvantages, but this is nothing I'd tell as a public announcement. 


What are the future plans of POTT? Besides POTT, are there any other projects that you are working on? 
There will be some samplers with POTT, a new remix of “Follow me” on one of them for example, another one will be a 
Glasnost label-sampler with totally new tracks. We're planning to make tour in spring and - very surprisingly - we're 
working on new material for a 3rd album. As far as I know, there’s none of us seriously involved in any other music 
project. 


Describe the concept of your live performance. Do you like to incorporate other media besides sound into your 
live set? 

You see, now we have a small advantage to have three people on stage, because visually much more happens. We play 
with drum pads in the background, two keyboarders on each side and the lead singer in front. What we also have is our not 
necessarily common transparency concept. And of course - I don’t have to tell you - it’s the best, most eccentric and 
sudorific stage performance you've ever seen!!! 


How do you see the potential of Swiss electronic movement? 

A lot of promising bands with a great potential of ideas. But still there are not enough concert possibilities with interested 
and courageous owners. And unfortunately a small, very small market for electro and therefore no or too less interested 
and capable labels and therefore no contracts! Sad but true. The only consequence is to look for a foreign label in a 
country where a bigger market and more courage to take a financial risk exists. 


Speaking about making music, I guess you are not "workaholics",so what are the other things you like to do? 
Hey, how was that with the “workaholic”?? Don't you know, we're working day and night?? But seriously: Of course we 
all have other things to do apart from making music. Simon is the only one who has serious job - and therefore should 
work. Johannes and I are students, so we should learn not only sometimes. 


Same as the first question, also the last one is always the same. Last word(s) of Panic On The Titanic? 
First, our best wishes to Slovak readers, and secondly, very important to say: Don’t forget the alarming growth of fascism 
- not only in Germany, take a look at Russia - and don’t forget not to stand aside or miss an opportunity to fight against it.

Various kinds of electronic, ambient, experimental, in 


dustrial music are presented. I am unfamiliar with some bands 
and projects, while some others like Kriegbereit, Imminent 
Starvation... are better known to me. People like C-drik or 
Olivier Moreau appear on this tape with several projects. 
Sphinx (dark atmospheres), Coitus (dark industrial), Kriegbereit 
(electro/ industrial), Crno Klank (powerful electro/experimen- 
tal with harsh vocals), Imminent Starvation (heavy industrial), 
Didier Paris (electro instrumental), Axiome (experimental) & 
M.E.3 (rapid electro) are some the names which cought my 
attention the most. The rest is not bad at all, but it's only a bit 
more experimental and weird to my taste. This tape is accom- 
panied also by large (A4 format) booklet containing some cool 
graphics & pictures as well the addresses of appearing artists.

This is another Sidé-Line electronic tape sampler with very 
good EBM acts. The first on the track list is Zero Defects with 
two excellent tracks. On their “Toy factory” are some similar- 
ities to yelworC’s music. Then comes very talented duo 
Paracont with well known “Statics” and new track “Inside”, 
reminiscences of Klinik. Two of the best tracks are “Save me” 
& “E.C.T.” from Suicide Commando (on the second one Johan 
is helped by Deranged Psyche of FBM). “E.C.T.” sounds a bit 
like Dive.

On this bootleg from USA (Smurf) Bill Leeb presents his 
congenital talent for electronic music. All 12 tracks are in very 
characteristic structure like drums, basslines, samples, sound 
and very specific is sometime monotonous, but exceptional 
voice of Bill Leeb. I really like this beginning period of FLA. We 
can hear easy, but strengthful melodic structure, many very 
good voice samples, dark atmospheres and in instrumental 
tracks like “A decade”, “Eternal”, “Black fluid” or “Enemy 
number one” we can hear on the background undefinable 
screaming or beautiful choral. All the tracks have similar 
structure, but some ideas from this period (except the voice of 
course) Bill Leeb continued to develop in his Delerium project.

TB TTB is a brand new Japanese label dedicated 
to electronic movement in Japan. On its first 
release TTB has collected 8 electro bands 
from Sapporo & Tomakomai. It’s nice to see 
this activity, more especially when big names 
such as DRP or 2nd Communication are in deep sleep. First 
two bands on this tape, Warx & TR606 are into electro pop 
(TR606 with some house ingredients and Japanese lyrics). 
Minimal electro of DMD is influenced by Kraftwerk and new 
age. Their "Material" is one of the best contibutions. The next 
band, Roborogy is in the same vein as DMD, but more beat 
orientated. Takuya Miyoshi's "Music from Eastern" is for sure 
the best track on this tape. Hard beats, some tekkno stuff 
thrown in, guitars (sampled?), powerful vocals.

These guys are showing here a huge potential and 
talent. Is there any intelligent label? Yes, that's my only wish 
to see this music on CD! Highly recommended as this is one

Imminent Starvation “Emergency Provision" demo tape 
Olivier Moreau, the creator of Imminent Starvation, is one of 
the busiest musicians I have known. Except this project, he 
is involved in another projects like Collapse, Axiome (more 
experimental), Cerebral Stroboscopic Spiral (look below for 
review)...also he writes for Belgian multimedia magazine 
Noyade Mecanique (look for "News, contacts..." column), makes 
covers for various tape compilations...
